a PROTECTIVE Bor c ON LUMBER 


In an article upon the Tariff of-Cus- 
toms, on Sat urday, we suggested the 
propriety of imposing a duty of 20 per 
eent. upon those Ikinds of lumber pro- 
duced by this colgny, in order to en- 
courage and protéct our own manu- 
facturers. Upon teflection we are con- 
vineed that such: duty should be a 
specific one instead of advalorem. 
Probably $2 per thousand feet upon 
rough and $4 upoh dressed would be 
a fair rate for the present. It is 
scarcely necessary that we should 
dwell upon the reasons for subjecting 
foreign lumber toAduty. Thiscolony, 
with its extensive “ pineries,” is pla- 
ced in immediaté competition _with 
Puget Sound, where the timber, 
althongh perhaps inferior in qual- 
ity, is still plentiful, the 
merous and. of great capacity, and 
the facilities for manufacturing 
greater than our!own, and fully ma- 
tured. Both labbr and living are 
cheaper on the Sound than in this Co- 
lony, the great .bulk of what is con- 
sumed by both man and beast being 
produced in the vicinity, and conse- 
quently, free from these imposts which 
add so much to: the cost of what is 
consumed in out own lumber trade. 
Thus lumber on Puget Sound can be 
manufactured cheaper than in this Co- 
lony by about the amount proposed 
to be charged as 4n import duty. It 
is evident, in view of these facts, that, 
in order to place those engaged in the 
lumber trade in this

equal footing: with those on Paget | 


Sound, in so far as supplying our own 
markets is concerned, it is essential 
that aduty, at Jeast equal 
abovenamed figures be imposed upon 
foreign lumber. As the matter stands 
at present. the Colony presents an 
open market, where the foreign ma- 
nufacturer can dispose -of bis lumber 
without contribufing a cent towards 
‘a decided ad- 
vantage over those who are struggling 
to develope the forest resonrees of our 
own country, andwho are called upon 
to contribute largely towards its re- 
venue! Surely this is not the way to 
encourage home industry, nor induce 
capitalists: to employ their money in 
developing our resources. Were the 
American market open to our lumber 
upon equally lib@ral terms the case 
would be very pe But there is 
a total absence ¢f reciprocity in the 
imatter. It meets a duty of 20 per 
cent at San Fran¢isco, which is fully 
equal to the rate ave propose. It may 
be said in, reply ‘that the amount of 
foreign lumber coming into our mar- 
kets is too insignificant to justify spe- 
cial legislation., Ft is insignificant be- 
cause the market is very limited at 
the present time ; but with improved 
markets it would inerease; and the 
very fact of there being no pro- 
tection operated against capital- 
ists engaging ia the lumber trade 
of the: colony. It is true the local 
market is not the chief one; yet, 
as the colony advances with returning 
progress its importance must be great- 
ly augmented. But, be that asit may, 

it should be one of the first objects in 
framing a tariff td encourage and pro- 
tect home industry, at least until the 
country has att#ined that status at 
which it can afford to adopt the prin- 
ciple of “free trade,” a point which 
this country has éertainly not reached 
yet. Inasmuch ds lumber constitutes
